ing  the  heavy  excise  tax.  Sinners  are  credited 
.  with  beginning  the  industry  in  Columbia,  the 
second  largest  coffee  producing  country  in  the 
world.  Padre  Jose  Fulgencio,  in  meting  out 
punishment  to  his  erring  flock,  forced  them  to 
plant  young  coffee  trees  as  penance.

1688  as  a  coffee  house  -—  .a  modest  place  of 
refreshment  for  seafarers  and  merchants.  •

THE  NEW  FRONTIER 

The  old  fevered  trust  in  science 
to  save  us,  an  economic  program 
to  bring  justice,  an  educational 
philosophy  to  bring  university 
wisdom,  is  corroding  into  a  subtle 
yet  pervasive  cynicism.  At  least 
a  partial  reason  why  students  no 
longer  get  evangelistic  about 
world  order,  or  excited  about  so¬ 
cial  issues,  is  that  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  anything  much  really  be¬ 
ing  accomplished  has  faded. 

In  our  anxiety  and  confusion  as 
to  who  we  are,  insofar  as  the  tra¬ 
ditional  absolutes  have  been  hid¬ 
den  from  sight,  there  is  a  hesi¬ 
tancy  to  give  ourselves  to  any¬ 
thing,  to  hope  “absolutely”  in  no¬ 
thing.  A  religious  faith?  Well,  per¬ 
haps  it  means  something  to  some 
people^  who  are  the  emotional  or 
sentimental  type, 

The  uncritical  return  to  child¬ 
hood  religion,  or  “Heavenly  Ha- 
da  col”  does  but  point  up  one  di¬ 
mension  of  the  subtle  synicism 
that  is  upon  us.  For  such  religious 
expressions  on  the  campus,  iso¬ 
lated  from  the  rigors  of  the  mind, 
imply  that  our  minds  can  lead  us 
nowhere  that  really  counts.  We 
must  cut  out  reason  from  faith,  | 


and  make  faith  a  blind  drug  to 
ease  our  frustrated  fancies  and 
wishes. 

What  increasing  cynicism  means 
is  that  the  old  idolatries  are  fall¬ 
ing  —  whether  a  faith  in  science, 
or  sociology,  or  economics,  or  pro¬ 
gress.  So  far  have  they  fallen  that 
some  of  our  national  leaders, 
sensing  the  vacuum  that  breeds 
cynicism,  attempt  to  convince  us 
that  it  is  American  to  have  faith 
something  —  take  your  choice  — 
perhaps  even  faith  in  faith.
